ON PACKAGES OF CIGARETTES 


FOR THE STATE OF FLOM 


NTERNAL REVENUE DEPART- 


MENT GIVES PERMISSION ON 


ACCOUNT OF THE NEW STATE 


COUPON LAW. 


To permit dealers selling cigarettes 


to comply with the state law 
forbids the sale of any article 
wli 


which a coupon Is attached, a special 
ruling has been made by the Internal 
revenue department, under 
which 


d«KtBr«-»re- allowed to-break rsveaue 
•tamps and take the coupons aut of 
the packages. Local dealers of ciga- 
rettes Have been wondering how they 
would comply with the law. To re- 
move the coupon from goods' 
not 


bearing the' revenue stamps it easy, 
>ut the dealer who broke a revenue 
stamp and then sold goods would he 
iable to a heavy fine. But, under the 
new state coupon law, If the dealer 
sold a box of cigarettes with a cou- 
pon in it, the dealer was liable under 
be state law. To avoid this 
the 


special ruling has been Issued. 


Explanation of the matter is given 


by a telegram to Henry Hayes Lewis, 
collector of Internal revenue 
at 


acksonvllle, from W. H. 
Osborue, 


commissioner of Internal revenue at 
Washington. The telegram sent to 
Mr. Lewis Is as follows: 


"Dealers may break stamps 
on 


boxes of cigarettes and remove cou 
pons, account of prohibition by state 
itatute of sale of cigarettes contain- 
ng prize or premium coupons, with- 
iut violation of Internal revenue laws. 
You will require affidavits from each 
dealer so removing coupons, as

Now, if some of our friends In the 


cooler (?) northern states, who are 
afraid b£ Florida on account of the 
ixcessive heat,' which they feel sure 
We must have here in the summer 
time, will take a look at weather 
conditions for the month of July, just 
as they are, and recorded by stand- 
ard government instruments, 
par- 


laps some of them will quit asking 
the question, "Can you live 
here 


hrough the summer?" As we have 
stated before, the answer- to 
the 


question Is "We do." We flo not by 
iny means claim to be running an 
outdoor cold-storage in summer time, 
but we do claim that we are willing 
and even anxious to have our weath- 
er compared with that of any other 
state. 


Pursuing the data, which 
cover 


Florida pretty thoroughly, we find 
that there are only nine points that 
are as low in maximum temperature 
as at Fort Myers, while three of the 
nine are lower, respectively one, two 
and three degrees 
and 
several 


points are within one, two or three 
degrees 
of the same .temperature. 


The minimum at ail points show very 
satisfactory conditions. The 
rain- 


fall is another interesting part 
oi 


.he record, this having been rather 
unusual so far in the season, which 
generally furnishes more precipita- 
tion than has resulted. While some 
points have been pretty dry, It 
Is 


shown that at most places there has 
been a fair .rainfall, 13 stations going 
ahead ot Fort Myers, which 
had 


7.09 Inches, enough to get along with, 
even If not quite up to the standard.

peratures in the northern states, the 
erdlct will favor Florida as the most

17. — Pastor Rus- 
sell addressed the 
L o u d o n Taber 
nacle congregation 
twice today. We 
report one of his 
discourses, f r o m 
the text, "To us 
there Is' one God, 
the Father, « • * 
and one Lord Je- 
ans Christ."-! 
Corinthians 8:6. 


The Pastor de- 


clared that the confusion which has 
rent the Christian Church into hun- 
dreds of sects has come through neg- 
lect of the Bible—a cause not generally 
recognized. Creed flashings are the di- 
rect result of the serious errors con- 
tained In all creeds. 


No heathen Idol Is so horrible as that 


which the most Intelligent Christian 
people hare portrayed with the pen, 
purporting to represent the Almighty 
and His attitude toward men. We 
have misrepresented our Creator as 
worse in His purposes than the vilest 
of humanity. If Jehovah be God. let 
us worship Him. Why delay? If the 
horrible Baal of the Dark Ages he no 
longer our God, let us destroy his creed 
Images and forget them 
Emperor ConstantimV* Nio*an Creed. 


After the Church had forgotten the 


Master's declaration that His Twelve 
Apostles would constitute the founda- 
tion stones of the New Jerusalem, they 
began to recognize their bishops as 
apostolic. They overlooked the fact 
that God's statement that Judas' place 
would be Oiled b'y another intimated 
particularly that there would be no 
successors to The Twelve. Judas' real 
successor was St. Paul. 
Bible Stu- 


dents now see that the eleven Apostles, 
before being confirmed in Apostleshlp 
at Pentecost erred In choosing Mat- 
thias, whom God merely ignored. 


Gradually the bishops rose to power 


as God's inspired oracles. Proportion 
ately, The Twelve lost their Influence 
It was easier to take the word of the 
bishops than to search the Scriptures 


In their anxiety to overwhelm the 


Greek skeptics, these Christian teach 
en unwittingly Involved themselves in 
absurdities. Gradually the trlnltarian 
mystery was advanced; and the mysti- 
fication of saying that God was His 
own Son, the Lord Jesus His own Fa 
ther, and the Holy Spirit anotber per- 
son and yet the same person, appeal- 
ed to people who delight to reverence 
most what they do not understand 
Thus today, when questions are asked 
respecting the trinity—bow one could 
be three, aud three one. the answer 
given which satisfies the ignorant Is. 
Mystery! 


But the Bible makes no mystery of 


the matter. 
It never mentions the 


trinity. 
The one text (1 John 5:7) 


seeming faintly to support the thought 
Is now admitted by all scholars to be 
an Interpolation, dating from about 
the seventh century. The Revised Ver- 
sion shows quite distinctly the reading 
of earlier manuscript*. 


"To U* Thar* It On* God." 


The Pastor then explained fully ev- 


ery text in both Old and New Testa- 
ments used as a proof-text supporting 
the trinltarian mystery, and convinced 
his bearers that these texts are mis- 
applied. He quoted the explicit state- 
ment from the Old Testament, "Hear. 
O Israel, the Lord tby God is one 
God." and that from the New Testa- 
ment, used as text for this discourse. 


Pastor Russell the* showed that ac- 


cording to our Lord's own teaching, the 
oneness, or harmony, between the Fa- 
ther and Himself resulted from our 
Lord's Ignoring His own will, to do 
the Father's will. Our Lord exhorted 
Bis disciples to have the same will, 
spirit—the Holy Spirit—toe disposi- 
tion to do the Father's will. 


Our Redeemer, formerly known as 


th* Logos, was the Beginning and the 
End of the Divine direct creation. 
(Revelation 1:8; 3:14.) Through Him 
Jehovah operated In all the stupeu- 
dotu work of creation. 80 the Greek 
read*. "In the beginning- was the 
Ix>*o*. and the Logos was with the 
God. and the Logos waa a God. The 
nine was In the betfnnlnjr with the 
God. 
By Him were all things made

Cypress In the Everglades, passed 
through the city Saturday en route to 
the Indian reservation, where they will 
remain about a month with relatives in 
that section, says the Fort Pierce 
News.. They were accompanied by 
.their uncle, Jim Gopher, and will be 
piloted through the west by Joe Bow- 
ers, who made up the complement of 
the party. Relatives of the Florida 
Seminoles living in the territory who 
were desirous that their friends in 
Florida should see and learn something 
of the advancement 
made by their 


more enlightened brethren who had 
settled on the Western reservation, 
sent money to defray the expense of 
the trip, also various trinket* and a 
profusion of beads with which the tour- 
ists were bedecked. . 


It is well known that the remnants 


of the Seminoles In this state has 
never accepted the proffers of the gov- 
ernment and have not advanced in the 
arts and mannerisms of civilization 
but have remained in a sort of semi- 
civilized state. On the contrary those 
ot the tribe who were alloted lands In 
the Indian Territory, which they ac- 
cepted and upon which they located in 
that section have prospered beyond all 
anticipations mingling with the live 
wires among the white population until 
today they figure in wealth and intelli- 
gence with some ot the leading ele- 
ments in civilization on the western 
borders. 


Florida being the original home of 


the Seminole nation the movements of 
any portion of the tribe at once be- 
comes ot interest in this section and 
the result of the visit of the daughters 
of the late Tom Tiger will be watched 
with Interest. "They may become Im- 
bued with the spirit ot progress and 
advancement ot their relatives in the 
west, who at one time were a part of 
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Coronado

"To us 
there is' one God, 
the Father, • • » 
and one Lord Je- 
sns Christ."—! 
Corinthians 8:6. 


The Pastor de- 


clared that the confusion which has 
rent th« Christian Church into hun- 
dreds of sects has come through neg- 
lect of the Bible—a cause not generally 
recognized. Creed clashings are the di- 
rect result of the serious errors con- 
tained in all creeds. 


No heathen idol is so horrible as that 


which the most Intelligent Christian 
people have portrayed with the pen, 
purporting to represent the Almighty 
and His attitude toward men. 
Wei 


have misrepresented our Creator as 
worse in His purposes than the vilest 
of humanity. If Jehovah be God, let 
us worship Him. Why delay? If the 
horrible Baal of the Dark Ages he no 
longer our God, let us destroy his creed 
images and forget them 
Emperor ContUntine'* Nioean Creed. 


After the Church had forgotten the 


Master's declaration that His Twelve 
Apostles would constitute the founda- 
tion stones of the New Jerusalem, they 
began to recognize their bishops as 
apostolic. 
They overlooked the fact 


that God's statement that Judas' place 
would be Oiled b'y another intimated 
particularly that there would be no 
successors to The Twelve. Judas' real 
successor was St. Paul. Bible Stu- 
dents now see that the eleven Apostles, 
before being confirmed in Apostleship 
at Pentecost erred in choosing Mat- 
thias, whom God merely ignored. 


Gradually the bishops rose to power 


as God's inspired oracles. Proportion 
ately, The Twelve lost their influence 
t was easier to take the word of the 
bishops than to search the Scriptures 


In their anxiety to overwhelm the 


Greek skeptics, these Christian teach 
ers unwittingly involved themselves in 
bsurditles. Gradually the trinitarian 
mystery was advanced; and the mysti- 
fication of saying that God was His 
own Son, the Lord Jesus His own Fa 
ther, and the Holy Spirit anotber per- 
son and yet the same person, appeal- 
ed to people who delight to reverence 
most what they do not understand 
Thus today, when questions are asked 
respecting the trinity—how one could 
be three, aud three one, the answer 
given which satisfies the Ignorant Is. 
Mystery! 


But the Bible makes no mystery of 


the matter. 
It never mentions the 


trinity. 
The one text (1 John 5:T) 


seeming faintly to support the thought 
Is now admitted by all scholars to be 
in Interpolation, dating from about 
the seventh century. The Revised Ver- 
sion shows quite distinctly the reading 
of earlier manuscripts.

SO THEY MAY LEARN ABOUT 


THE COUNTRY. 


Two daughter* ot the late chieftain 


of the Seminole*, Tom Tiger of Big 
Cypress In the Everglade*, passed 
through the city Saturday en route to 
the Indian reservation, where they will 
remain about a month with relatives in 
that section, says the Fort Pierce 
News 
They were accompanied by 


their uncle, Jim Gopher, and will be 
| piloted through the west by Joe Bow 
ers, who made up the complement of 
the party. Relatives of the Florida 
Seminoles living in the territory who 
were desirous that their friends in 
Florida should see and learn something 
of the advancement 
made by their 


more enlightened brethren who had 
settled on the Western reservation, 
sent money to defray the expense of 
the trip, also various trinket* and a 
profusion of beads with which the tour- 
ists were bedecked 


It is well known that the remnants 


of the Seminoles in this state has 
never accepted the proffers of the gov- 
ernment and have not advanced in the 
arts and mannerisms of civilization 
but have remained in a sort of semi- 
civilized state On the contrary those 
ot the tribe who were alloted lands In 
the Indian Territory, which they ac- 
cepted and upon which they located in 
that section have prospered beyond all 
anticipations mingling with the live 
wires among the white population until 
today they figure in wealth and intelli 
geace with some ot the leading ele- 
ments in civilization on the western 
borders 


Florida being the original home of 


the Seminole nation the movements of 
any portion of the tribe at once be- 
comes ot interest in this section and 
the result ot the visit of the daughters 
of the late Tom Tiger -will be watched 
with interest They may become im- 
bued with the spirit of progress and 
advancement ot their relatives in the 
west, who at one time were a part of 
the tribe in this state 
The Indian 


women may return to Florida and 
prove a boon to the tgbe in this state 
by introducing the manners and meth- 
ods ot their relatives in the west 


The Seminoles have always been an 


interesting people, and the history ot 
the nation has been one of events 
to attract the attention of the whole 
country at various intervals. Only 
three years ago, when Tom Tiger was 
killed by a bolt of lightning the coun- 
try was aroused by the disposal of his 
body 
It will be recalled that when, 


according to the custom of the nation, 
his body was placed above the ground 
to remain for a certain period before 
burial, that some inquisitive white man 
purloined It When the Indians discov- 
ered the body had disappeared they 
complained to some of their white 
friends 
Jim Qirtman, of Miami, one 


of the friends of the red men, and who 
had had dealings with them, interested 
himself In the matter and, with par 
ties from Fort Lauderdale and also 
Fort Pierce, through the assistance of 
the authorities, discovered the body 
somewhere in the north and captured 
the party in possession 
The body, or 


rather the bones, were shipped to Fort 
Pierce and Sheriff Dan Carlton deliver- 
ed them to the proper claimants in the 
Everglades

Lake Okeechobee fa now accessible 


by wagon road, and thousands of acres 
of extremely valuable marl land have 
bean thrown open to improvement and 
settlement through the completion ot 
a highway from Jupiter to the shore 
of the lake, contract for the construc- 
tion of which was held by Dan Hardie, 
of thl* city, says the Miami Metropolis. 
The road Is 27 miles long and cost 
Palm Beach county 130,000. 


Through 
swamp, across 
fertile 


prairie and pine lands, the highway 
runs, almost as straight as a die, west 
from Jupiter to the great inland sea. 
Its completion marks a new era in the 
agricultural 
development 
ot Palm 


Beach county, it is said, for the land 
has been practically in accessible, and 
now, 
it is believed, will be rapidly set 


tied with truck farmers and fruit 
growers who will have a mean* of 
quick outlet for their produce. 


The road is 18 feet wide and in built 


ot marl and sand, which forms a sur- 
face of sufficient hardness to with- 
stand the ordinary traffic, and does 
away with the necessity of rocking,
